MEN'S PATRIOTIC 
MASS MEETING 


Local Committee Working Enthusias­ 
tically to Publicize Work Being Done 
by the T. M. 0. A. in the Military 
Camp and Field—State Secretaries 
Will Address Gathering. 


Planning a gigantic men's meeting, 
which will draw every man from all 
portions of the San Gabriel valley, the 
California state Y. M. C. A. is working 
in conjunction with a Covina committee

American troops in the field. There will 
be special band and vocal music. The 
meeting is entirely for men. 


In the apportionment of the expenses 
of tho national campaign, the state of 
California has been called upon for 
$125,000, which the committee believes 
is not a difficult sum to raise. In mak­ 
ing his official order, authorizing tho 
Y. M. C. A. to proceed, President Wil­ 
son said: 


"This organization is prepared by ex­ 
perience, approved methods and assured 
resources to Serve especially the troops 
in camp and field. It seems best-for the 
interest of the service.that iVshall con- 


beneficial, and bear such a direct relti" 
tion to efficiency, inasnTuch as'the assov 
ciation 
contributes to the happiness, 
content and moral of the troops, it is 
necessary to give official recognition to 
the Young Men's Christian Association 
as a valuable adjunct and asset to the 
service.

ing Potato Seed and Vacant Lots to 
People Who Will Plant Fall Potatoes 
—Summer Crop too Cheap and too 
Poor Keepers to Grow Profitably. 


At the meeting of tho Covina board 
of trustees this week Mayor J. N. Wil­ 
son brought up tho discussion of the 
planting of vacant lots to potatoes, and 
stated 
that it is his belief the city 
should urge tho planting of potatoes 
next full, and not at the present time. 


Mr. Wilson believes that the sumtnor 
crop of potatoes, which does not keep 
well,, would be a loss to tho small rais­ 
ers, 
especially when it is considered 
that thero are thousands of acres .plant­ 
ed in the San Gabriel and San Fernan­ 
do valley. 
The city should systemati­ 
cally go to work and got the consent of 
every lot owner who was not going to 
plant his property himself, and have 
those lots listed, so that tho local poo- 
plo who want to,plant can do so. 


" I am in favor also of the city fur­ 
nishing seed to those not able to buy 
i t , " snid Mayor Wilson. 
" T h e seed 
can be obtninod in August from 
this 
summer crop." 


The mayor snid that he made a quiet 
trip of inspection through the city last 
Sunday, and discovered that not very 
many lots were being planted to any­ 
thing. He said that there wns a large 
umtfunt 
of property inside the city 
limits that was connected with the irri­ 
gating systems, so that the wator situa­ 
tion would be solved. Anil he believes 
that fall potatoes could bo grown nnd 
watered 
from the city water 
supply 
without the user running 
over 
his 
monthly amount. 


It is probable that the council will 
put someone to work to make a list of 
the available lots in the city.

Valley Bean Crop Is 
Increased to 5000 Acres 


A thorough canvass of tho San Ga­ 
briel valley, made by local horticultural 
inspectors for the county horticultural 
commission, shows this week that thore 
are 5000 acres of beans planted in what 
is known as the Covina and Puente val­ 
leys. 
This it actual acreage, not. tho 
ncreago planted to orchards. More than 
half of this acreage is interset botwecn 
walnut and citrus trees. 


W. E. Newton of the Puente Mer­ 
cantile Company says that this is an 
increase of twenty-five per cent over 
last year, and that thore is every indi­ 
cation that the crop will bo normal in 
yield. 


" I f wo had ten thousand acres of 
beans we could contract for every aero 
and sell every sack at good prices," 
said Mr. Newton this woek. " W o can­ 
not raise too ninny beans this yoar, for 
tho army authorities a # calling for 
this food for use in tho European as 
well as American armies. Tho Euro­ 
peans have come to know the value of 
beans. It is no longer true that tho 
Europeans " d o n ' t know beans." 


Mr. Newton is urging tho planting 
of pink beans ut this time in citrus or­ 
chards where sunlight can be had, and 
also tho blaokoyes. 
Thore are many 
hundreds of acres of small whites and 
Lady Washington beans already grow­ 
ing. The foggy weather made the grow­ 
ers nervous for a time, but, the beans 
have sprouted satisfactorily.

In answer to a request for informa­ 
tion, sent by this newspaper to the Cal­ 
ifornia Vegetable Union, of which 
E. 


Curtis is general manager, he replies 
with some timely information 
concern­ 
ing the summer potato crop in this val­ 
ley and in Southern California. 


There are in the San Gabriel 
valley 
3500 acres planted to the summer po­ 
tato crop, and which will be heady for 
shipment in J u n e , July, and the early 
part of August. 
Then; are .1000 acres 
f these potatoes in the San Fernando 
valley, and 1500 acres in Orange coun­ 
ty. 
There are about 500 acres in the 
'erris valley, and from 
",500 to .".000 
acres in small lots scattered around the 
immediate vicinity of Los Angeles city. 


Mr. Curtis points out that these sum­ 
mer potatoes are not long keepers, but 
he Bays they will ship successfully to 
the Missouri river and the middle-west- 
rn states. 
The irrigated 
potato 
does 
not keep as well as the unirrigated po­ 
tato, b u t it is necessary to irrigate po­ 
tatoes in the summer, 
except in iso­ 
lated cases where the conditions happen 
to be just, right for growing a 
very 
early 
crop 
before 
the continued 
dry 
weather 
sets in. 
The potato 
grown 
without 
water is almost invariably of 
small 
si/.e, and cannot 
be 
compared 
with the irrignted 
crop.

ed by Roosevelt is it tangled mixture of 
politico and ignoranre. 
Politicians who 
deliberately 
vote to sacrifice 
American 
lives through the appointment of in­ 
competent 
civilians to important 
com­ 
mands are placing the nation in danger. 
The president is very evidently 
deter­ 
mined 
that 
Koosevelt 
shall not com­ 
mand a division on the Kuropenn 
front, 
and whether or not. t h e president's de­ 
cision comes about partly through poli­ 
tical bias is not at all the point. T h e 
president, will do the country one more 
service on the highest plane if he be­ 
gins with 
Koosevelt and continues to 
eliminate all would-be 
generals 
from 
t h e very outset of this war. 


Inasmuch as the president 
of the 
United Htates is the commander-in-chief 
of the United 
Ktates army and navy, 
it, will lie with him whether 
Koosevelt 
is sent, into action with a division, no 
m a t t e r what the houses of congress may 
do. 
T h a t is a point, which the politi­ 
cians 
are painstakingly 
overlooking, 
l i e will not go if the president, sees fit 
to keep him on this side, and his com­ 
mission will not, be signed if the presi­ 
dent docs not, see fit to sign it. 


There is no doubt about, 
Roosevelt's 
genuine 
patriotism. 
Through all this 
long controversy during t h e last 
three 
years, t h e voice of Roosevelt has been 
powerful in the cause of nationul honor. 


His voice was practically the only con­ 
vincing and effective voice in awaken­ 
ing the people to a need of prepared­ 
ness. I t may be said 
that. 
Roosevelt 
had very much to do with changing the 
firesident's 
attitude 
toward 
prepared­ 
ness. 
Roosevelt has been and still is a 
great 
lender, a clear 
thinker, 
:iu<l an 
American 
patriot from the top of? his 
head to the soles of his feet. 
Hundreds 
of thousands of Americans admire him, 
and he is worthy of this 
admiration. 
His 
value to the country 
cannot be 
measured in any common way. 


But 
Roosevelt, 
isn't a soldier, ami 
there is no possible w a y of making 
him a soldier now. And to send twenty 
thousand or forty 
thousand, or any 
number of troops t o Europe under his 
military care, would be murder, and ev­ 
ery m a n who has ever worn the uni­ 
form of Uncle Ham knows this to be 
true, b e h e a buck private or a major- 
general. 


We must, eliminate in this wiir the 
mistakes of other 
wars, for we will 
make new mistakes enough to cause us 
a sufficient amount of ehngrin. And one 
of the awful 
mistakes of other 
wars 
has 
been the sending of troops 
into 
action 
with fiolit.ic.nl commander*. We 
began the Civil war in this way. 


Military maneuvers in buttle are not 
based on sentiment, b u t on hard know­ 
ledge of what to do. You c a n ' t 
make 
a 
soldier out of a civilian 
without 
training uny more than you can make 
a league bull player out of a farm-hanr 
without 
training. 


I t costs the orange growers of Cali­ 
fornia nn enormous amount of money to 
experiment with the' dozens of alleged 
methods of pest control. And the worst 
feature of this fact is that, the greater 
number of ranchers do n o t k n o w 
that 
they a r e experimenting—it is their be­ 
lief 
that 
they arc using a tried and 
true 
method. 


These 
alleged 
pest-control 
methods 
immediately multiply in numbers when­ 
ever t h e rancher is making money, as 
is the case this year. 
The parasites are 
not all on the trees, nor are the ones on 
the trees the most costly. 
The human 
parasite, who brings 
forward 
various 
kinds of dope with which to put black 
and purple scale out of t h e running is 
oftentimes 
much 
more 
costly to t h e 
rancher than the scale. 


It is the same with so-called 
fertili­ 
zers. 
If there is one thing above an­ 
other that will justify the maintenance 
of the citrus experiment station at Ri­ 
verside, it is that, it may a t some time 
accept t h e responsibility of condemn­ 
ing useless and costly methods of pest 
control, and useless and costly so-called 
fertilizers. 
The station must face 
this 
responsibility 
sooner 
or 
later, 
else 
there will be no reason for continuing 
in the citrus business. 
T h e fact 
that 
certain men must earn a living docs not 
justify t h e sale and application of all 
kinds of spray-dopes that either do not 
work at all, or are of an extremely low 
grade of efficiency. 


There are, certain things that can b e 
done to control scale. The rancher who 
keep to t h e proven 
paths, anil 
allow 
cannot, 
afford 
to experiment 
should 
keep to the proven paths, and allow the 
millionaire orange grower who is jday- 
ing a t t h e business to spend money in 
investigation.

IN THREE 
COUNTIES FOR THREE YEARS BY FORMER 
HORTICULTURAL 
COMMISSIONER OF RIVERSIDE COUNTY LEADS TO EMPHATIC 
STATEMENT THAT ALL KINDS OF SPRAYING FORMULAS FOR 
CONTROL OF CITRUS SCALE ARE TOO LOW IN KILLING RESULTS 
TO BE CONSIDERED BY PRACTICAL RANCHERS—SPRAYING AL­ 
SO ACCOMPANIED BY INJURY TO FRUIT-WOOD AND FOLIAGE— 
ANNUAL FUMIGATION IS ONLY METHOD THAT CONTROLS. 


If you H p r n y to kill citriiH scale; peato,; 
•what percentngn of efficiency is the re­ 
sult f 
This riuestion is of course ad­ 
dressed directly to the rancher. And 
careful 
investigation 
s h o w s 
that t h e 
efficiency is less than fifty per cent. 
Less t h a n half of the scale in orchards 
is eliminated by the use of spray mater­ 
ials. This is not a control of the scale. 
It is a waste of money. 


This 
newspaper 
of 
course 
under- 
Htands that such a statement is not at 
all to the liking of those who engage 
in spraying as a business, or who sell 
the dozens of different kinds of spray­ 
ing materials. But there is only one 
policy to be adhered to, and only one 
to cleave to with hooks of steel—and 
that is the control of the scale, in order 
that the citrus industry may be profit­ 
able. If spray materials do not control 
the scale, then any sprayer or manufac­ 
turer of spraying material who sells 
material and labor to the rancher on 
the supposition that spraying docs con­ 
trol, the scale, is himself just as costly 
a parasite as the scale pest itself. It 
is just a plain business 
proposition, 
•without sentiment. 


Since the black and purple scale first 
inado its appearunce in citrus groves of 
California, at the time when it worked 
its way into the inland valleys from the 
orchards on the coast, there have been 
nil kinds of sprays devised to tiliminatc 
the pests, and if you study the history 
of the citrus business you will find 
that in all cases the sprays were either 
u total failure, or partiully so, and when 
partially a failure, the result is prac­ 
tically as bad, because a low killing 
percentage leaves the hardiest scale to 
breed, which 
means an increase the 
next yoar that is controllable in only 
one way, and that is by fumigation. 
In the meantime there is a loss of fruit 
that makes the business non-profitable. 
WHAT INSPECTORS SAY. 


The 
ra-aliCTs tor years have 
been 
jtaying men to inspect their orchards, 
and 
those 
inspectors 
have 
learnod 
through many years of practical inspec­ 
tion that spraying does not adequately 
control scale.

by men 
whose side b u s i n e s s m a y be merely that 
of thinking up Home way of separating 
the 
r a n c h e r 
from his m o n e y . 
When 
crops are g o o d and p r i c e s are high 
these schemes multiply with astonish­ 
ing fertility. 
Anyone who has been an 
•observer in the citrus districts o v e r n 
period of y e a r s knows this t o be (rue. 
This is not peculiar to the citrus busi­ 
ness. It is merely one of the phases of 
the human desiro to make money, in 
any way that it can be made. 


If you m a k e u trip through the var­ 
i o u s 
countiCH raising citrus fruits in 
• southern 
California and central 
Cali­ 
fornia, a n d ask c o u n t y horticultural iu- 
upectors whut o p i n i o n t h e y h a v e arrived, 
at concerning the u s e of Hpruy materials 
for tho control of black and other cit­ 
rus scale, y o u will perhaps be surprised 
to find the practically unanimous opin­ 
ion that spiny materials ure HO low in 
killing oflicioney that 
t h e y would b e 
entirely 
useleSH if it were n o t for t h e 
practice of fumigation which cleans the 
orchard ufter the Hpraying h a s killed 
less than half the scule. These inspec­ 
tors are working for the ranchers, and 
liavo no reason 
whatever 
for being 
l)iuBed one way or the other. 
There is 
no mystery about the ^uisiness of in­ 
specting u tree for scale. 
If u large 
amount of scale ure alive after the 
use of Hpruy material, the report will 
uhow it, mid if this is true repeatedly 
und automatically and continuously, as 
lias bouji proven in tho h i s t o r y of the 
business, there is only one statement to 
make, und \luxt is that spraying for 
citrus scnlo is not worth while, and 
will not be until something is discov­ 
ered thut bus not y e t been discovered. 
Meanwhile, such investigation as to the 
finding of u spray formula thut will 
lull should bo left to the citrus experi­ 
ment stations uud to ranchers who don't 
care what they spend or what they gut 
tack. 


SEAECHING FOR FACTS. 
Although all practicul ranchers have 
learned through yeurs of 
experience 
that citrus tree pests cannot be con­ 


trolled to the profitable point by any 
spray material that has yet been 
dis­ 
covered, it has not been until the last 
three years that a systematic and care­ 
ful check has been made on spraying 
und 
fumigation 
results. 
The county 
horticultural 
commissioners 
of the 
southern counties have been going into 
the 
matter 
very 
thoroughly of late 
years, and because they have turned 
in persistent adverse reports on spray­ 
ing, thoy have been storm-centers for 
criticism, which was to be expected. 
The 
board of supervisors of Tulare 
county has handled the situation direct­ 
ly as a board, and has employed Univer­ 
sity of California men to inspect the 
groves of that county. And for several 
seasons they employed R. P. Cundiff, 
who for sixteen years was the horticul­ 
tural commissioner of Riverside county. 
These men have repeatedly 
reported 
that the spraying 
methods were all 
without exception too low in killing 
efficiency to make the practice a prac­ 
ticable one. After all these years of 
inspection, Mr. Cundiff 
said 
recently 
during a visit of inspection in this val­ 
ley: 


" I f a spray formula were discovered 
that absolutely killed every scale that 
it struck when applied, I would still 
advocate fumigation instead of spray­ 
ing, for this reason: 
that it !H not 
humanly possible to spray every inch of 
a citrus tree; while it is possible to 
impregnate every bit of surface und 
air and ground through the fumigating 
process. 
I have worked spray outfits 
for years in tho business of trying out 
various sprays whilo horticultural com­ 
missioner of Rivorside county. I have 
used extreme caro in attempting to wot 
every inch of tho tree, in order to be 
sure and give the spray every chance 
for efficiency. 
And I havo had men in 
my employ who were more careful and 
efficient in this work than myself. And 
tho result has been invariubly that we 
would leivo spaces In tho tree that had 
not boen touched by the spray—spaces 
perhaps a foot square in foliage, in 
spito of every precaution that we could 
take. No sprayer has ever yet thorough­ 
ly drenched a tree. This is impossible 
with u citrus tree unless the expense 
is allowed to g o so high as to render it 
absolutely impracticable. I repeat, that 


if t h e spray would 
kill 
e v e r y whore it 
struck, L would still fumigate, for w e 


k n o w thut fumigating kills, nrul t h a t it 
permeates t h e entire tree." 


''There is another serious phase to 


H p r a y i n g , " said Mr. Cundiff, " w h i c h is 
that not only do these Hpraying mater­ 
ials fail to kill e n o u g h o f t h e ncalo to 


m a k e the operation efficient, but t h e y 
almost 
without exception 
injure t h e 
tree in Home way thut is evident to 


a n y o n e who notes J he results. One o f 
tho spray formulas that is being used 
now 
most extensively is showing a 
lulling average of -t(l per cent, thus 
leaving more scale on the tree alive 
than it kills, while there is plain evi­ 
dence that it causes yellowing of t h e 
foliage, showing a physical 
shock to 
the tree, also an injury to the fruit- 
wood and various degrees of spotting of 
fruit. 


In some cases the extremo yellowing 
is followed by defoliation. Any novice 
would know under these circumstances 
that tho spray hud shocked t h e tree, 
and no plant-life can perform efficient 
work under such severe injury. 
These 
indications of tree injury ure apparent 
in varying degrees according t o t h e 
kind of spray used and the strength o f 
the dosage. 
1 find that every spray 
now being usoil is musing damage to 
the tree varying all the way up to 
extremely serious conditions. 
At the 


Hnme time t h e killing averages of all 


s p r a y s are below fifty per cent. This is 
not guess-work, but is the result of 
years o f carefully examining each or­ 
chard at the proper time after it has 
been sprayed, counting t h e live scnlo 
on trees in each row in the orchard, 
taking samples in all parts of every 
orchnrd, thus arriving at a result based 
on uctual facts." 


WHAT MUST BK HAD. 
In order to control citrus scule, such 
as black scale, there must be a killing 
efficiency of over 119 per cent. Ranchers 
who havo not closely studied this fact 
will perhaps say at oueo that this is 
unreasonably high ia percentage. But 
it is made clear at once to anyone that, 
where there ure literally several mil­ 
lion live scale on a tree, there cannot 
be more than one per cent left ulive, 
or the number 
left 
will 
soon 
breed 
iln to a badly-infested 
tree 
within A 
very short time. A fumigation 
is effi­ 
cient thut kills Sf.l.5 per cent of the 
scale. If live-tenths per cent are left, 
the scale cun bo kept down through 
annual fumigation 
in Southern 
Cali­ 
fornia. 
Mr. Cundiff says thut it can­ 
not be done by spraying ouo year and 
fumigutUig the next, uml there are 
I plenty ef rau.hors in this valley who 


will subscribe to this statement. (Write 
to this office for the bulletin prepared 
recently on annual fumigation;. 


Hprny material is comparatively cheap 
to make and sell, and when considered 
from first cost, is liable to be attractive 
to the 
rancher. But when he studies 
the efficiency, which is all that he is 
after in the first place, he finds that 
the cost has been prohibitive. If we 
did not have fumigation with which to 
combat the scale, it would be excusable 
for ranchers to struggle with the forty 
per cent efficiency spray materials. But, 
having a tried and proven remedy that 
actually controls scale, it is not ex­ 
cusable for the rancher to repeatedly 
experiment with various spray mater­ 
ials that como and go in the market, 
and enrich the maker of the material 
and the sprayer, but do not deliver the 
goods to the rancher.
